2, On 8 dime 1950 the pylon supporting the electric power line from Abadan 
to Khurremsheahr was pulled dom, resulting in the complete etoppage of: 
electric current in Khurremshahr, Tho damage was repaired after a dey, 
but the seboteurs were never discovered. 


3. On 15 July 1950 the same pylon again was pulled dowm and Khurramshahr was 
without electricity until the demage was repaired; no culprit could 
be discovered. 


4, oe erage the denage from these four sabotage acts had more 
ue rather than caused a serious upsetting of the output 


of the refineries or the operations of the Khurranshahr port.
